The  Stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  con- 
vened in  the  Court  House  to  hold  their  Twenty-first  annual  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Thomas  M.  Holt,  Maj.  John  W.  Graham  was  called 
to  the  Chair,  and  John  U.  Kirkland  and  Thomas  Webb  requested  to 
act  as  Secretaries. 

The  Committee  on  proxies  mad 3  a  verbal  report,  that  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  Stock  was  represented,  and  the  required  number  was 
present  to  organize   the  meeting. 

The  temporary  organization  was  made  permanent. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  the  meeting  duly  organized,  and 
ready  to  proceed  with  the  usual  business. 

The  President  of   the   Company,  "William  A.  Smith,  read  his  report. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Badger  presented  his  credentials,  which  empowered  him 
to  act  as  State  Proxy,  which  were  read  and  accepted  by  a  vote  of  the 
meeting. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Barringer- th  e  reading  of  the  other  reports  was 
dispensed  with,  as  they  were  printed,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  Stock- 
holders present. 

Gen.  Barringer  moved  to  refer  the  reports  to  a  Committee  of  five. 

The  Chairman  appointed  the  following  persons  a  Committee  on  the 
reports:  E.  M.  Holt,  D.  F.  Caldwell,  Paul  C.  Cameron,  Jessie  H. 
Lindsay  and  Henry  W.  Fries;  Edwin  M.  Holt  being  appointed  Chair- 
man. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  refered  the  several  reports,  submitted 
the  following,  which,  upon  motion,  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  respective  reports  of  the 
different  officers  of  the  Company,  report  that  the  time  allowed  to 
make  examination  is  too  short,  to  enable  them  to  come  to  a  correct 
and  satisfactory  conclusion,  that  they  have  every  reason  to  believe,  from 
the  cursory  investigation  that  they  hav°  been  able  to  give  to  the  differ* 
ent  statements  and  reports,  that  the  facts,  and  figures  as  set  forth 
therein,  are  in  the  main  corrects  and  that  they  are  confirmed  by  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  of  which  Mr.  Rufus  Barringer  is 
Chairman. 

The  suggestion  made  on  the  several  reports  are  best  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  stockholders. 


Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Paul  C.  Cameron,  th^  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Boar.l  of  Directors  of  the  North 
Carolina  Bail  Road  Company,  be  requested  to  engage  the  services  of 
Ralph  Gorrell  and  W.  A.  Graham,  in  conjunction  with  B.  F.  Moore,  fcj 
investigate  the  sale  and  transfer  of  certain  State  Bonds  held  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  this  Company,  to  G.  \V.  Swep- 
sou  and  others,  and  if  necessary  to  institute  suit  or  suits,  for  the  pro- 
per vindication  of  the  rights  of  this  Company,  and  that  satisfactory 
compensation  be  made  them  for  their  services. 

The  Committee  on  proxies  made  the  following  report  : 

TJiat  there  were  represented  8,309  shares;  41  in  person,  and  by 
proxy  335. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Thomas  Webb  : 

Rp&  he  /,  That  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina 
Rail  Road  Company  be  authorized  to  procure  from  the  Legislature  of 
North  Carolina,  an  amendment  of  the  charter  authorizing  this  Com- 
pany to  exercise  banking  privileges,  and  that  such  amendment  shall 
be  such  as  to  give  to  the  private  stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina 
Rail  Road  the  right  to  elect  the  officers  of  said  bank. 

Mr.  Cameron  moved  to  lay  it  upon  the  table.  A  stock  vote  was  ta- 
ken, and  the  resolution  lost. 

Major  Smith  moved  to  refer  the  whole  matter  to  a  committee  of  five, 
consisting  of  W.  A.  Graham,  John  I.  Shaver,  John  L.  Morehead,  D. 
F.  Caldwell  and  Paul  C.  Cameron.  Stock  vote  being  called  for  it  was 
lost. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

A  stock  vote  was  called  for.  R.  C.  Badger,  State  proxy,  though 
claiming  the  right,  declined  to  vote.  The  Committee  reported  that 
there  was  cast  5,006  votes  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  and  2,271  against 
it,  being  a  m  ij  irity  of  2,735  in  it i  favor. 

On  motion  of  Gov.  Graham,  the  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  four  Directors. 

Giles  Mebane  and  John  U.  Kirkland  were  appointed  to  collect  and 
count  the  votes. 

Upon  motion,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Committee 
of  Finance.  A  stock  vote  was  called  for,  and  Henderson  Adams, 
Samuel  II.  Wiley   and  John  L.  Morehead  were  elected. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  at+end  to  superintend  the  election  of 
Directors  reported  that  there  were  8,404  votes  cast  ;  necessary  to  a 
choice,  4,202,  that  Thomas  M.  Holt  received  8,115  ;  John  I.  Shaver, 
8,001  ;  R.  B.  Haywood,  7,953  ;  and  D.  A.  Davis,  7,212  ;  all  of  whom 
having  received  a  majority  were  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  J.  L.  Morehead,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  It  is  material  to  the  interest  of  this  Company,  that  its 
relation  to  connecting  lines,  built  and  projected  from  Greensboro', 
should  be  so  fixed  and  determined  as  to  protect  its  business  from  un- 
necessary injury  in  the  future,  Therefore  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be,  and  they  are  hereby 


authorized  to  make  and  execute,  such  contracts,  agreements  and  ar- 
rangements, with  the  Richmond  and  Danville  Kail  Road  Company, 
the  Piedmont  Hail  Road  Company,  and  the  North  Western  North 
Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  or  any  or  either  of  them  in  reference  to 
the  use,  operation  ami  conduct  of  this  Company's  line  between  Greens- 
boro1 and  Charlotte,  and  of  the  line  of  the  said  North  Western  North 
Carolina  Kail  Road  Company,  as  in  their  judgment  will  beet  protect  I 
and  promote  the  best  interest  of  this  Company,  provided  that  any  per-  | 
manent  arrangement  which  may  he  agreed  on  under  authority  of  this 
resolution  shall  lie  submitted  for  ratification  to  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders to  be  called  for  that  purpose.  L  ' 

John  I.  Shaver  offered  the  following  resolution ; 

Hesolvt'il,  That  the  salary  of  the  President  of  this  Company  be  rive 
thousand  dollars  yearly. 

A  stock  vote  was  called  for.  The  vote  was  taken,  wheu  there  were 
31,253  votes  cast  in  favor  thereof  and  3,">90  against  it. 

On  motion  of  W.  A.  Caldwell,  Jed.  Harper  Lindsay  and  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  verify  proxies  for  the  next 
meeting. 

On  motion,  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
meeting  were  ordered  to  be  published,  and  that  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Company  be  printed  therewith. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  then  adjourned  sine  die,

GENERAL  REMAKES. 

The  completioB  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  &  Agusta  Rail  Road  has 
not  added  ;is  much  to  pur  receipts  as  we  anticipated. 

It  is  very  important  to  you  that  the  roads  from  Augusta,  Georgia,  to 
Portsmouth,  Va.,  should  be  worked  as  one  road.  I  see  no  way  to  ac- 
oomplish  this  with  the  present  management.  I  would  therefore  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  our  Company  purchase  the  road  from 
Charlotte  to  Augusta,  if  it  can  be  bought  at  a  reasonable  price. 

Should  you  think  proper  to  purchase  this  road  I  would  advise  that  the 
prauge  be  changed  to  the  same  as  our  road.  When  we  can  run  cars  with- 
out breaking  bulk  from  Augusta  to  Portsmouth,  this  would  double  the 
income  of  your  r  lad,  and  enable  you  in  a  few  years  to  pay  off  the 
bonds  tha  it  may  be  necessary  to  issue  to  meet  the  debt  caused  by  this 
spurohase.

Has  received  every  necessary  attention,  the  usual  ditching,  graveling, 
and  other  repairs  having  been  done,  the  condition  of  the  rcad-hed  has 
continued  to  improve  during  the  year,  and  any  reasonable  speed  can 
now  be  made  with  safety. 

In  the  repairs  of  superstructure  79,820  new  sills,  032  tons  new  iron 
weighing  50  lbs.  to  yard,  59,072  lbs.  new  chairs,  60,934  lbs.  new  spikes 
have  been  used.  The  new  iron  has  been  put  down  where  most  needed 
and  that  taken  up  used    for  general  repairs  or  exchanged  for  new  iron. 

THE  BRIDGES 

Are  in  good  safe  condition,  several  of  them  require  slight  repairs,  which 
is  progressing.  A  new  bridge  has  been  built  across  Little  Buffalo, 
and  Lenoard's  creeks  bridge,  and  Buffalo  at  Concord  thoroughly  repair- 
ed ;  all  defective  timbers  removed  and  decks  of  both  covered  with 
sheet  iron,  which  saves  expense  of  watchman. 

THE   CULVERTS 

Are  in  safe  condition,  some  of  those  east  of  Raleigh  will  require  re- 
pairs during  the  present  fiscal  year . 

THE  BUILDINGS 

Generally  are  in  fair  order,  some  need  slight  repairs.  A  new  passenger 
depot  has  been  built  at  Salisbury,  jointly  with  W.  N.  C.  R.  R. ;  a  new 
ware  house  and  section  house  at  Lin  wood,  a  substantial  vault  for  the 
protection  of  books,  papers,  and  other  valuables,  and  a  kiln  to  dry 
lumber  at  Shops,  and  Agent's  house  at  Raleigh  repaired . 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  great  need  of  sheds  at 
Charlotte  and  Goldsboro'.  to  protect  our  engines  and  cars  from  the 
weather,  as  they  sustain  more  injury  thereby  than  while  in  actual  service. 

THE  MACHINERY    DEPARTMENT, 

Iii  charge  of  Mr.  R.  D.  Wade,  has  been  economically  and  judiciously 
managed,  and  therefore  the  machinery,  cars,  Locomotives,  etc.,  of  your 
road,  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  reflect  much  credit  upon  his 
management. 

The  engine  E.  M.  Holt,  has  just  been  completed  and  promises  to 
perform  good  service. 

Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  box  cars   it  was   deemed   advisable 
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and  an    exchange  made  with  W.  C.  it.  R.  R.    R,    Co.,    of   the   engine 
Pl/eonix,  for  eight  new  box  ears. 

For  a  more  de  ailed  statement  of  the  cost  of  repairs,  value  of  your 
engine,  cars,  new  work,  mileage  of  engines,  &c,  I  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  Master  Mechanic's  report.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION  NOW   AND     CNE    YEAR   AGO  COMPARST. 

The  debt  of  the  company  reported  and  entered  on  the  hooks  of  the 
company  on  the  31st  May,  1809,  was$677,859  04,to  which  add  $73,520  08 
of  old  debts,  not  reported  and  entered  on  the  hooks  of  the  com]. any, 
but  which  have  hcen  paid  during  the  year.  We  have  the  total  debt  of 
the  Company  on  the  31st  May,  1869,  of  8751,379  12,  to  which  add 
8240,0110  for  dividend  No.  10,  declared  Feb.  10,  1870,  we  have  the  debt  of 
the  Company  for  the  year  of  $991 ,31 0  12,  of  which  amount  there  has  been 
paid  during  the-yenr  $209,173  82,  leaving  the  debt  of  the  company  as 
shown  by  the  hooks  of  the  Secretary  on  the  31st  of  May,  I870j  to  he 
8782,205  30,  which  debt  may  he  decreased  by  assets  on  hand 
8243,8(0  80,  and  the  probable  deduction  on  negro  bonds  of  827,000  00, 
leaving  actual  balance  to  he  paid  8511,344  50. 

The  general  exhibit  of  the  business  of  the  Company  for  the  fiscal 
year,  shows  an  increase  of  the  debt  of  the  Company  of  8103,931  20, 
the  cause  of  which  will  be  readily  seen  is  by  the  dividend  of  8240,000  00, 
declared  on  the  16th  February,  1870,  and  old  debts  of  873,520  08,  not 
reported  and  entered  on  the  hooks  of  the  Company,  and  the  difference 
in  assests  now  and  one  jrear  ago,  all  of  which  is  necessary  to  show  up 
in  the  fiscal  year  closing  May  31st,  1870. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  Company  under  the  Mortgage  is 
84011,500  00,  of  which  amount  8120,000  00  is  in  five  year  bonds, 
$  1  '.13,000  00  is  in  ten  year  bonds,  and  8 1 77,500  00  is  in  twenty  3-car  bonds. 

There  yet  remains  unpaid  of  the  Loan  due  March  1st,  1867,  804500  00, 
which  we  are  anxious  to  close  out  during  this  year.  Tne  amount  paid 
out  during  the  past  fiscal  year  for  freight  and  other  damages,  exclu- 
sive of  stock  killed,  has  been  $19,254  71,  of  this  amount  about  817,000 
has  been  paid  in  settlement  of  suits  against  the  Company  for  accidents 
to  passengers,  burning  of  cotton,  &c,  which  suits  were  brought  against 
the  Company  before  the  present  administration  came  in.

The  Committee  of  Finance  would  submit  a  report  as  required  by  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Company.  They  have  attended  at  the  office  of  the 
company  as  required  and  examined  the  hooks,  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  have  at  ad  times  found  them 
accurately  and  carefully  kept.  The  rule  by  which  each  head  of  the 
several  departments  is  now  held  accountable  for  the  expenditure  of  his 
own  department  works  admirably.  Too  much  credit  cannot  he  given 
the  several  officers  and  the  heads  of  the  departments  for  the  efficiency  of 
the|  operations  of  the  Road..  Such  is  the  correct  and  precise  arrange- 
ment of  the  business  of  the  offices  of  the  Secret  iry  and  the  Treasurer, 
that  the  Committee  do  not  have  any  recommendation  to  make  as  it  res- 
pects  their  management. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  the  business  of  the  Road 
has  heen  managed  with  less  expenditure  this  year  than  the  one  previous, 
and  that  although  the  general  depression  of  husiness  during  the  few 
last  months  of  th  e  present  fiscal  year  was  great,  yet  there  is  also  an  increase 
from  the  several  sources  of  the  Road's  income.  Such  has  been  the 
vigilance  of  the  President  in  reducing  the  expenditure  of  the  road  as 
the  business  declined,  that  he  has  been  aide  to  save  the  income  of  the 
road  from  any  material  decrease.  The  Committee  feel  assured  that  a 
careful  examination  of  the  several  reports  of  the  President,  Treas- 
urer and  Superintendent,  will  show  that  the  road  has  not  been  allowed 
to  depreciate  in  its  conditions  of  good  order  and  safety,  while  its  ex- 
penses are  reduced,  its  business  increased,  and  that  the  Company  is 
largely  indebted  for  these  cheering  results  to  the  indefatigable  energy 
of  the  President  and  those  associated  with  him,  who  have  thus  en- 
hanced the  value  of  their  property  in  the  road.  Tire  very  fact  that  a 
dividend  of  six  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  road  has  not  only 
been  declared,  hut  actually  paid  in  cash,  is  an  event  in  the  history  of 
the  Company.  It  shows  clearly  that  this  great  work  of  the  State  and 
stockholders  needs  only  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  energetic,  vigilant 
working  men,  in  order  to  make  it  a  constant  source  of  revenue  to  the 
State,  and  of  profit  to  the  stockholders.  But  it  is  not  needful  that 
your  committee  herald  the  good  condition  of  the  Road  aifd  speak  with 
commendation  of  its  management.  Its  easy  runing  and  safe  condition, 
its  recently  paid  dividend,  the  conduct  of  those  entrusted  with  its 
offices  speak  fully  and  clearly  for  themselves,  and  it  only  needs  the  di- 
rection of  the  Company  in  planning  a  wise  and  far-seeing  policy  for 
the  future  to  make  their  road  a  yet  greater  success,  and  a  source  of  yet 
greater  revenue . 

The  stockholders  will  not  deem  it  improper  for  the  committee  to 
complete  the  duty  required  of  them  to  call  their  attention  to  the  large 
amount  paid  during  this  and  the  past  year  on  claims  that  were  origin- 
ated before  and  during  the  war.  So  large  have  heen  these  amounts 
that  the  Company  has  heen  compelled  to  pay,  that  they  effect  a  serious 
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reduction  of  the  net  income  of  the  road.  Another  serious  item  of  loss 
to  the  road  is  the  large  amounts  that  are  paid  every  month  for  cattle 
killed  by  the  trains ;  it  is  proper  that  the  stockholders  give  some  atten- 
tion to  this  matter,  and  if  possible,  provide  against  the  continuance  of 
this  constant  expenditure,  by  better  guarding  the  track  or  decreasing 
the  liability  of  the  company  by  some  more  favorable  legislation. 

At  the  present  time  the  company  is  required  to  keep  large  amounts 
of  money  in  the  banks  in  this  and  other  States,  none  of  which  pay 
more  than  eight  per  cent .  on  these  deposits.  May  it  not  be  worthy 
the  attention  of  the  stockholders  to  inquire  into  the  success  of  those 
Railroads  that  have  banking  privileges  granted  them  by  their  charters, 
and  whether  such  powers  obtained  for  this  road  would  not  greatly 
augment  its  income,  and  be  worthy  of  adoption  on  the  obtainment  of 
that  privilege  from   the   General   Assembly. 

We  are  sure  the  stockholders  will  suffer  its  Committee  while  they 
direct  their  attention  to  the  eminent  service  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Stagg,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Company,  who  has  destroyed  his  health  in  their  ser- 
vice by  his  arduous  and  unintermitted  labors.  No  body  of  men  ever 
had  a  more  intelligent  and  self-sacrificing  official  than  this  gentleman . 
It  would  be  a  generous  act  worthy  of  this  corporation  to  relieve  him 
from  duty  and  make  him  the  paid  advisor  of  this  Company.

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NortEi  direlng  Rati  Rsii  denpny, 

MEETING  OF  THE  STOCKHOLDERS. 

1.  The  general  annual  meetings  of  the  Stockholders  shall  be  held 
alternately  at  Greensboro',  Raleigh,  Salisbury,  and  Hillsboro'  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  July  in  each  and  every  year,  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

2.  The  President  or  any  five  Directors,  or  any  number  of  Stock- 
holders representing  one-third  of  the  individual  stock,  shall  have 
power  to  call  occasional  meetings  of  the  Stockholders  at  such  time  and 
place  as  he  or  they  may  think  proper,  first  giving  twenty  days'  notice 
thereof  in  two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Raleigh. 

3.  At  least  one  hundred  individual  Stockholders,  represented  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  holding  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the 
stock  subscribed  by  individuals,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  fur  the  transaction  of  business. 

4.  At  every  general  annual  meeting,  three  Stockholders  shall  be  ap- 
po'nted  by  the  Chairman,  who,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Company, 
shall  constitute  a  committee  to  verify  proxies  at  the  ensuing  meeting, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretar}-  to  prepare  for  the*  use  of 
such  committee,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  Stockholders  entitled  to 
vote,  and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  as  also  the  number  of 
votes  to  which  each  may  be  entitled. 

5.  Notice  of  the  general  annual  meetings  of  the  Stockholders,  and 
of  closing  the  transfer  books,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary  at 
least  twenty  days  previous  thereto,  in  two  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  Raleigh. 

6.  The  proceedings  of  the  Stockholders  at  all  their  meetings  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company,  in  a  well  bound  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

7.  Stockholders  of  this  Company,  with  their  immediate  families 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  meetings  of  the  Company,  may  travel 
over  the  road  free  of  charge  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting.

DIRECTORS. 

1.  The  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  individual  Stockholders  shall  be 
elected  at  the  general  annual  meetings,  and  shall  c  mtinue  in  office 
until  the  next  general  annual  meeting,  and  on  failure  to  elect  Direc- 
tors at  such  meeting,  the  President  and  Directors  then  in  office  shall 
continue  to  exercise  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected. 

2.  On  failure  of  the  Stockholders  to  elect  Directors  as  provided  by 
law  the  Chairman  of  the  Stockholders  then  assembled,  shall  adjourn 
the  meeting  from  time  to  time,  and  give  notice  thereof  until  a  propei- 
meeting  can  be  held,  and  an  election  made,  and  on  failure  of  the  Chair- 
main,  from  any  cause,  to  adjourn  or  appoint  such  meeting  and  give 
the  necessary  notice,  the  acting  President  of  the  Company,  or  any  two 
acting  Directors  shall  make  the  call  and  give  the  r.eces-iary  notice. 

3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  two  months 
at  the  Company's  Shops,  or  at  such  other  place  as  they  may  direct" 
which  meetings  shall  take  place  on  the  third  Fridays  of  August,  Octo- 
ber, December,  February,  April  and  June,  in  each  year,  and  the 
President  shall  be  at  liberty  to  convene  the  Hoard  as  much  oftener  as 

J    the  interest  of  the  Company  may  require. 

4.  The  Directors  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  shall  have 
power  to  establish  a  common  eeal  with  suitable  devices,  and  to  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure,  to  ascertain  and  define  the  duties  of  the  officers, 
clerks  and  servants  of  the  Company,  and  direct  them  in  the  \  erform- 
ance  thereof,  and  to  dismiss  from  the  service  of  the  Company  any 
officer  or  agent,  clerk  or  servant,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  inter- 
est of  the  Company  may  require. 

5.  The  Directors,  seven  members  concurring,  shall  appoint  an  Aud- 
itor, Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Superintendent ;  all  other  officers, 
agents  or  employees,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  Su]  er- 
intendent,  and  their  appointments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  next  meeting  thereafter  for  approval,  and  the  compen- 
sation of  all  such  officers  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

0.  Seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  each  Director  shall  receive  as  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  $5  dollars  for  each  day  he  may  be  so  engaged, 
with  the  privilege  of  the  Road  for  himself  and  his  own  immediate 
family,  when  accompanied  by  himself. 

7.  No  loan,  either  permanent  or  temporal1}',  shall  be  made  by  the 
President  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Company,  unless  authorized  or 
directed  by  at  least  seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

8.  No  Director  shall,  while  acting  as  such,  fill  any  office  in  the  gift 
of  the  Company,  nor  shall  any  Director  be  allowed  to  act  as  agent  or 
counsel  for  parties  having  claims  or  demands  to  be  passed  upon  by  the 
the  Board  of  Directors. 


49 
PRESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  by  a  majority 

of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors,  and  out  of  their  number,  and  shall 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  $2,500, 
over  and  above  his  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  order  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  on  journies  out  of  the  State,  on  business  of  the 
Company. 

1\  The  President  shall  have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of 
all  the  other  officers  of  the  Company,  and  shall  prescribe  their  duties, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for.  He  shall  carefully  examine  into  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  Direc- 
tors all  and  any  matters  touching  the  interest  of  the  Company  which 
shall  come  to  his  knowledge.  He  ma}'  at  any  time  when  the  Board 
is  not  in  session,  suspend  any  officer  or  dismiss  any  servant,  but 
at  the  n.xt  meeting  he  shall  report  such  facts  and  the  reason  for  so 
doing. 

3.  The  President  shall  conduct  the  general  correspondence,  sign 
documents  in  the  name  of  the  Company,  keep  the  seal  of  corporation, 
and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Directors,  shall  affix  the  same 
to  all  conveyances  and  other  instruments  to  which  the  attestation  of 
the  seal  maybe  necessary. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  proper  accounts 
are  kept  by  all  the  subordinates,  and  reports  made  monthly  so  as  to 
show, 

1st.  Amount  of  temporary  or  permanent  loans  made. 

2nd.   income  of  the  Road  from  freight,  passengers,  &c. 

3rd.  Income  from  other  sources. 

4th.  Current  expenses  of  the  Road. 

5th.  Debts  paid  and  whether  old  or  new. 

6th.  Property  or  material  purchased. 

7th.  Property  and  other  material  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

8th.  Property  and  material  on  hand,  with  their  estimated  value. 

9th.  Property  and  material  lost  or  destroyed. 
10th.  Debts  contracted  or  outstanding. 

And  the  President  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  each  regu- 
lar meeting,  who  shall  embody  the  substance  thereof  in  their  annual 
report  to  the  Stockholders. 

There  shall  also  be  reported  to  the  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  a 
list  of  the  persons  in  the  employment  of  the  Company,  stating  in  dis- 
tinct columns,  the  names,  compensation  and  duty  :  Provided,  however, 
that  the  names  of  the  hands  on  the  Road,  in  the  depots  and  work- 
shops, and  upon  the  trains,  need  not  be  stated,  but  in  regard  to  tnem 
it  shall  be  sufficient  to  mention  the  number  employed  for  each  pur- 
pose, and  their  compensation. 
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THE    AUDITOR. 

1.  Shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with 
sureties,  to  he  approved  by  the  Board. 

2.  It  shall  he  his  duty  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and 
other  financial  agents  of  the  Company  ;  and  to  this  end  he  shall  keep 
such  accounts  and  prcscrihe  such  rules  and  regulations,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  as  will  require  of  these  officers  dispatch  and 
fidelity  in  their  several  trusts. 

3.  He  shall  also  examine  and  pass  upon  all  claims  and  demands 
against  the  Company;  see  that  they  are  just  and  proper,  and  that  they 
are  supported  by  sufficient  evidence,  and  verified  by  proper  agents  or 
officers  of  the  Company.  He  shall  endorse  thereon  his  approval, 
rejection  or  suspension,  and  forward  them  for  the  action  of  the  Presi- 
dent; and  all  approved  hy  the  President  shall  he  countersigned  by  the 
Auditor  for  payment,  specifying  the  exact  sums  ordered  to  be  paLl. 

4.  Tt  shall  be  his  duty  to  investigate  all  cases  of  loss  and  damage  on 
the  Road,  and  in  the  several  stations,  all  violation  of  contracts  and 
official  delinquencies,  and  he  shall  have  a  special  supervision  of  all 
suits  in  court  for  or  against  the  Company. 

5.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  proceedings,  and  shall  render  to 
the  Board  monthly,  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Company;  and  to  this  end  he  may  have  full  access  to 
all  the  hooks  and  accounts  of  the  other  officers  of  the  Company. 

TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  shall  give  hond  in  the  sum  of  850,000,  with  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board. 

2.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take  charge  of,  and 
safely  keep,  all  the  monies  and  monied  securities  of  the  Company,  to 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  and  upon  the  warrants 
of  the  President,  countersign  by  the  Auditor,  and  to  take  proper 
vouchers  for  such  disbursements.  He  shall  deposit  all  monies  be- 
longing to  the  Company  over  and  above  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  in  such  hank  or  place  as  may  he  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  shall  render  to  the  President  a  monthly  account  of  all 
his  transaction,  and  also  an  annual  report  to    the  Stockholders. 

3.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Directors  may  think  necessary,  they 
may  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  Paymaster,  who  shall  enter  into 
bond  in  such  sum  as  they  may  direct,  with  securities  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  they  may  prescribe 
He  shall  pay  such  accounts  and  pay  rolls  as  ma)'  be  delivered  to  him 
by  the  Auditor,  and  shall  take  proper  vouchers  for  the  same  and 
shall  promptly  account  for  all  such  payments. 
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THE  SECRETARY. 

1.  Shall  give  bond  in  the  Hum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

2.  He  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Stock- 
holders' meetings,  and  shall  take  charge  of  ail  the  books,  deeds,  official 
bonds,  and  other  papers  of  the  corporation,  not  pertaining  to  other 
officers,  or  otherwise  provided  for. 

3  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  principal  book-keeper  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  shall  keep  all  the  individual  and  consolidated  accounts  of 
the  corporation,  and,  in  regard  to  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the 
Road,  he  shall  keep,  in  detail,  the  several  items  of  income  and  expen- 
diture, so  as  to  show  the  amount  of  each. 

ENGINEER  AND  SUPERINTENDENT. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supeiintendent  to  see  that  the  Road 
and  bridges  and  their  equipments  are  kept  and  maintained  in  good 
repair  and  condition  ;  to  devise  and  recommend  to  the  Directors  such 
changes  and  alterations  to  the  Road,  bridges  and  other  equipments  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  safe  and  advantageous  operating  of  the 
Road  ;  To  prescribe,  with  the  assent  of  the  Directors,  rules  and  regu- 
ations  for  Ticket  Agents,  Conductors,  Engineers,  Brakemeu,  Switch- 
men, Flagmen,  Baggage  Masters  and  all  other  persons  employed  in 
operating  the  Road,  so  as  to  secure  the  safe,  regular  and  convenient 
transport  of  passengers  and  freight,  and  to  prescribe  rules  for  the 
conduct  of  all  persons  employed  in  other  capacities  upon  or  about  the 
Road  ;  to  employ,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  all  persons 
necessary  for  the  operating  of  the  Road,  and  to  discharge  such  em- 
ployees as  may  be  useless,  unnecessary,  negligent  or  inefficient. 

He  shall  have  the  ordering  of  the  trains  on  the  Road,  their  speed 
and  time  of  starting,  and  to  cause  proper  time-tables  to  be  issued,  and 
proper  advertisements  to  be  publisned  in  such  newspapers  as  he  shall 
deem  proper. 

He  shall  supervise  all  persons  intrusted  with  the  printing  and  issuing 
of  tickets,  and  with  accounting  for  the  same.  He  shall,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Piesident,  see  that  all  connecting  roads  perform  the  obli- 
gations required  by  law  or  contract,  and  that  the  reciprocal  duties  of 
this  Company  are  performed.  He  shall,  under  the  President,  have  the 
superintendence  of  all  persons  employed  in  maintaining  and  taking 
care  of  the  property  of  the  Company,  in  operating  the  road,  in  the 
work -shops,  in  receiving  and  delivering  of  freights  and  baggage,  and 
in  any  matter  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Road,  and  see  that  they 
perform  their  duties  with  faithfulness  and  care,  and  shall  discharge 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Boaid  of  Directors  He 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  President  of  his  proceedings  and 
the  condition  of  the  Road,  together  with  an  estimate  of  materials  and

supplies  required  for  the  ensuing  month,  and  shall  also  make  itn  annual 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  .Stockholders 
at  their  annual  meeting. 

COMMITTEE  OF  FINANCE. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  rive,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Stockholders  at  each  annual  meeting, 
a  id  two  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  the  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  other  officers,  every  two  months,  and  report  their  condition  at 
each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  also  to  report  to  the  general 
meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  such  facts  and  suggestions  as  to  the  state 
of  the  accounts  a"d  the  general  financial  condition  of  the  Company 
as  they  may  think  proper.  Any  three  of  this  Committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  That  the  members  of  such  Committee  shall  erich  re- 
ceive five  dollars  per  day  for  his  services  while  actually  engaged  in  such 
examination,  with  the  privilege  of  the  Road  for  himself  and  his  own 
immediate  family,  when  accompanied  by  himself. 

BErORTS. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  President  and  Directors,  of  the  Treasurer. 
Superintendent,  and  Committee  of  Finance,  shall  be  prepared  and 
published  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  and  shall 
be  referred  to  appropriate  committees,  and  acted  on  by  the  meeting 
previous  to  the  election  of  Directors. 

PROXIES. 

1.  Proxies  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  parties,  and  may  be 
general  or  special,  and  none  but  a  Stockhol  ler  shall  be  a  proxy. 

2.  No  Officer  or  Director  of  the  Company  shall  act  as  proxy  for  any 
Stockholder  but  this  rule  shall  not  prevent  any  person  from  represent- 
ing the  State  at  any  general  meeting  of  Stockholders,  who  may  have 
been  duly  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

CONTRACTS. 

1.  Contracts  shall  be  made  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Directors  shall  prescribe,  and  when  signed  by  the  President,  shall  be 
binding  on  the  Company,  either  with  or  without  the  seal  of  the  corpo- 
ration. 

2.  No  contract  shall  be  considered  as  binding  on  the  Company,  un- 
less ratified  or  approved  by  the  President  or  Board  of  Directors. 

3.  Neither  the  President  or  any  Director  or  any  other  officer  or 
employee  of  this  Company  shall  during  the  term  of  his  office,  or  ser- 
vice be  interested  either  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  matter  of  Con- 


tract  with  the  Company,  whereby  he  or  they  shall  or  may  derive  any 
pecuniary  benefit,  and  any  one  who  shall  become  so  interested  shall 
forfeit  his  office  or  place.

TRANSFERS. 

1.  The  stock  shall  be  transferred,  either  in  person  or  by  attorney, 
on  the  books  of  the  Company,  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  for  that 
purpose,  which  book  shall  be  closed  on  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
year,  and  shall  continue  closed  until  after  each  general  meeting  of  the 
Stockholders. 

2.  Powers  to  transfer  shall  be  signed  by  the  party,  in  the  presence 
of  a  Director  of  the  Company,  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  or 
Superior  Courts,  a  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record,  or  Notary  Public,  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  attested  by  the  same,  and  said  power  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  said  Company. 
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
